Cueuybody’s Talking 


Going home: Dogs are loyal creatures, and Maru the 
bullmastiff is no exception. Born in a kennel in the 
Siberian city of Novosibirsk, she moved to Krasnoyarsk, 
800 kilometres (500 mi.) to the east, when she was 
purchased by a woman. Unfortunately, the woman 
had allergies, and she called the kennel’s owner, Alla 
Morozova, who arranged accompaniment for Maru to 
come back to the kennel by train. But Maru had other 
ideas. She jumped from the train when it was 200 
kilometres (125 mi.) from her owner’s home and tried 
to walk back. Maru was found in an industrial section 
of Krasnoyarsk, close to the house where she had lived. 






Sea of rock: When sailing a catamaran in the open 
ocean, sailors expect to see nothing but vast stretches 
of water. So a couple from Australia, Michael Hoult and 
Larissa Brill, were surprised to find themselves in a sea 
of rock during their trip to Fiji. The rock was pumice, 
which most likely had floated up to the surface after an 
underwater volcano erupted. When they discovered it, 
the expanse of rock was a few inches thick and covered 
the ocean as far as they could see.
